Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Karl F. Milde the attorney of record for applicants and Dr. Shaw an 
inventor for case # 10/748,625 contacted the examiner by phone for an interview to discuss proposed amendments to 
claims 1,11,16 and 17. The proposed amendments to the claims would add the new limitation that the bioadhesive film- 
forming composition is a homogenous dispersion. Mr. Milde and Dr. Shah remarked by phone and in the faxed remarks 
that US 5,942,243 would not form a homogenous dispersion unless homogenized by a blender as disclosed within their 
application. The examiner suggested disclosing an affidavit to show that the composition in 5,942,243 would not form a 
homogenous dispersion unless homogenized by blender. Mr Milde informed the examiner that he would file an RCE in 
order for the examiner to consider the new limitations in the proposed amendment to the claims.
